address of the house she had selected 
for him to rob.

send him out into the darkness with 
a parting admonition to "Cheer up" 
and "be nervy." i

The post office appropriation bill, 
s passed, carries a good deal of leg- 
lation • that is of general interest, 
lie salaries of rural carriers are 
xed at $1100 where they carry max- 
mnm routes. This is an increase of 
101) on routes of 24 miles distance. 
Practically all the local rural routes 
will be benefited.

Dr. W. R. Halstead of Terra Haute 


Declares Religious Instinct of 


ChHd is Stunted. 


IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS TODAY 


Pleads For Recognition by Parent* 


and Teachers of the Bible and 


the Church. 


The church of Jesus Christ haa 


reached a crisis in its career, al- 
though it has never before been in 
such a position of affluence and pow- 
er in the history of the world, ac- 
cording to the Rev. W. R. Halstead 
of Terre Haute, who preached at the 
last of the series of union summer 
meetings at the Coliseum last night 
That crisis, he said, hinges around 
the separation of the church from 
civic life. 


The Rev. Halstead asserted that 


the religious instinct of the child in 
America today is being stunted and 
buried because of the lack of recog- 
nition of the Bible in the public 
schools. 
He pointed ont thaj the 


schools recognized all the four cos- 
mic instincts of the child with al- 
most equal importance, with the ex- 
ception of the religions instinct. 


"The term civilization is a broad 


one," said the speaker at the outset 
of his sermon. "It is used generally 
by people who never stop to consider 
what its real meaning is. I am go- 
ing to define it for. my puipose as the 
progress of a nation that makes for 
the greatest human happiness. There 
are four basal elements in civiliza- 
tion." 


The first element, the minister said, 


was the instinct of sex, which finds 
its expression in the family and the 
home. 
He declared that this in- 


stinct is recognized in the public 
schools and educational institutions, 
but that it might be emphasized more 
were it not for the so-called false 
modesty. He said this cardinal in- 
stinct of the child might be trained 
and educated by the study of botany 
to illustrate the propagation of hu- 
man life so that the child would not 
feel any shame in discussing the 
subject. 
'

The second element in the civiliza-' 


tion as it is made up .in America, he 
said, is the instinct of knowledge. 
He said that 
every human being 


sought knowledge and that this is the 
dividing line between the animal and 


man. 
He said this element is ex- 


pressed in the public schools and col- 
leges and universities. 


The third element, he pointed ont, 


is the social instinct that which leads 
men to live together in communities, 
cities', .States and nations. 


"Now we come," the Rev. Mr. Hal- 


stead declared, "to the religious in- 
stinct of man which is universal, 
Man is by nature a religions, anim^ 
and he who ia without that instinct k 
not normal. The religions instinet 
was the first one expressed by tb* 
human race.. We find religion express- 
ed in the first art, the first literature, 
the first, government, and the fink 
ceremonials. This .is the most dis- 
tinctive phenonena in the history of 
the world.

Anarchy Prevails In-Many Section; of 


the Troubled Central American Re- 
public, to the Peril of the Lives of 
Americans and Other Foreigners — 
Evidence T"at Our Government Dis- 
patches Are Tampered With. 


Washington, Aug. 26.—Renewed ef- 


forts are being made to rush reinforce- 
ments of warships and men to the 
scene as rapidly as possible, in view of 
the rapidly increasing seriousness of 
the general revolutionary situation in 
Nicaragua, where anarchy now pre- 
vails in many sections to the peril'of 
the lives of Americans and other for- 
eigners, as disclosed in dispatches re- 
ceived at the, sjate department here. 
Orders were sent by the navy depart- 
ment to Rear Admiral Cottman, com- 
mandant of '-the Puget Sound navy 
yard at Seattle, to get the armored 
cruiser Colorado and the protected 
cruiser Cleveland under way at the 
earliest possible moment. 
Admiral 


Cottman reported the departure of the 
Colorado and stated that the Cleve- 
land will be able to leave today. One 
or two more vessels will be dispatched 
from Seattle within the next day or 
so if the situation continues to grow 
worse. . 


The failure of Commander Terhune 


of the Yorktown to get his messages 
•through was explained in a dispatch 
from Minister Weitzel, dated the 2^d 
and just received. Mr. Weitzel stated 
that Commander Terhune had left 
Managua for Corinto to file a number 
of messages and to investigate the 
menacing situation at that port. 


The official messages are gotten ov.t 


under the most trying circumstances 
and the authorities here have reason 
to believe that several dispatches 
have fallen into the hands of the 
rebels and been suppressed.

first-class mix-up. Any attempt to put 
through an adjournment resolution 
will be blocked on a point of no quo- 
rum either by La Follette or the four 
fighting Democrats. 
This will neces- 


sitate a summoning of absentees back 
to Washington, but senate leaders say 
they cannot drive the members back 
to the national capital with a regiment 
of cavalry. 


The unexpected deadlock and the 


row over the Penrose-Reed resolution 
has developed a lot of bad feeling. 


Worn out by their all-night session, 


the warring lawmakers were the most 
disgruntled and disconsolate lot im- 
aginable over Sunday. 
No efforts 


were made toward patching up difficul- 
ties, and unless tempers cool today 
and some compromise is effected, the 
country may be treated to the spec- 
tacle of the slim remainder of con- 
gress 
marking time while the aer- 


geant-at-arms and his deputies go 
scouring the country over with war- 
rants for the arrest of absent mem- 
bers. As things now stand everything 
Is in confusion, but the general im- 
pression is that the 
senators who

Cactus Fruit I* Never Likely to Be- 


come Extremely Popular a* • 


Delicacy for the White. 


Nobody but an Indian knows how 


to eat a prickly pear. The fruit grows 
on the edge of & thick green leaf, and 
bristles with myriads of closely set 
thorns, sharp as needles and fine as 
hairs. Though they cannot be seen 
•with the naked eye, they can;certainly 
be felt, as any one who has tried the 
usual method of picking them with a 
pocket handkerchief can testify. The 
fine thorns penetrate the fingers and 
the flesh swells, festers, becomes In- 
flamed 
and, 
if neglected, often de- 


velops into a serious case of blood- 
poisoning. When an Indian wants to 
eat it he cuts a small stick, sharpens 
It and thrusts the point Into the ripe 
truit. Slicing off the pear with a sharp 
knife and holding it on the stick, he 
peels it, taking care to avoid touching 
the rind with his fingers. He.drops the 
peel on the ground to the bitter sor- 
row of any barefoot boy who happens 
:o step on it. A liking for cactus fruit 
may be acquired, like the taste for 
olives, but it is not likely to rival the 
:antaloupe or even the humble grape- 
'rult in popular favor. It resembles 
cracked walnut shells moistened with 
water, mixed with sawdust and cork 
and sprinkjed with brown sugar, a-Ht- 
tle lemon Juice and a dash of quinine. 
Any one who tastes It once is satisfied, 
to let the Indians gather the entire' 
crop.

Barton W. Stone, of Lex- 
ington, Ky., a Presbyterian minister, 
embraced the same views in 1803. 


The real starting point, however, is 


generally regarded by the followers o: 
this movement to be in 1809, when 
Thomas Campbell, a Presbyterian min- 
ister, of Washington, Pena, issued 
what Is commonly known as the 
"Declaration and Address," in which 
he ably set forth the doctrines and 
practices which have been since that 
day the common 'faith of that people 
and which is usually referred to by 
them as "our plea." 


For a number of years this new 


band of religionists whose plea was 
for Christian union seemed to have 
contributed to much the opposite 
cause. 
Many stirring debates were 


held 
and 
partisan 
feeling among 


church people was extremely strong. 


With the coming of a broader con- 


ception of religious ideas and service, 
however, among all the. churches, this 
communion finally won a place for 
itself, until it to-day ranks 
fourth 


among the Protestant bodies of the 
Anglo-Saxon race 
in America, and 


sixth among all religious peoples. It 
is far iu advance, numerically, of any 
other American-born religious denom- 
ination. 


The organization and government is 


congregational in form, and no higher 
human authority is recognized. 
As 


they--have been active along all lines 
of church work, such as home and 
foreign missions, boards have been or- 
ganized to handle the business con- 
nected with these various interests. 


For many years these boards have 


held annual conventions simultaneous- 
ly and at the same place, and this 
gathering is called "The International 
Convention of the Disciples of Christ" 
The first of these was held in Cincin- 
nati in 1849. 


For many years these were attend- 


ed by only those who were personally 
connected with the work of the vari- 
ous boards. The first convention that 
attracted what might-be termed a 
large number of people was at Indian- 
apolis in 1897.' 


Since that time the attendance has 


been so great that it is recognized as 
one of the most notable gatherings ol 
religious people in the United States. 


Three years ago the convention was 


held at Pittsburg., This was called the

His greatest 
asset is his nerve, a glib tongue and a 
firm belief in Barnum's maxim, "the 
people love to be humbugged." 


He spots his location, obtains

manufacturers of this wonderful lit- 
le article have sent me to your 
leant jful city to introduce it. on its 
merits without costing you one cent.

cent of cost to you. The manufac- 
turers will do this because they know 
if we wfll give you one of the arti- 
iless, every one of your\ friends antl 
neighbors will buy one."

whose valuations is startling, all fo 
he small and insignificent sum of a 
qnatah of a dollar." 


It is not the article that wheedles 


the quarters from the jeans of the 
audience, but the simple magic of 
the spellbinder's words. The "good 
peepul" buy and buy again and get 
stung with the same never-failing 
sort of regularity. 
But so long as 


credulity reigns in the minds of the 
idler, so long will the street sales- 
man draw his reward. 


It's a great game a peculiar sci- 


ence, this Saturday night street sell- 
ing. 
And judging by the success en- 


joyed by all itinerants, Rushville is 
not the worst place in the country in 
which to do business.
